Standards Are Necessary 


"If you think theie are drastic 


standards, I can only say, that my ex- 
tensive experience with milk and cream 
testers and testing compels m* to 
state them as, fundamental requisites. 
They are essential 'to any large and 
lasting success of the cow testing as- 
sociation enterprise. 
There are' the 


roclfs on,-vwhieh. that..enterpriser must 
build1 its. house,' If 'it-would BO bui!:d 
that when the. rains descend, and the 
floods como, and the winds blow and 
beat upon that house, it fall not.'
